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We are grateful to Sean Hawkins who lent us the original Pathl 1?04 catalogue of "Salon” sized cylinders. 
It was printed in many colours - some of pale hue - sometimes with more than one colour on a page 
diffusing from one colour to another. We had the catalogue copied by "chemical transfer" directly on to 
the printing plates. We hope that it will print satisfactorily. 

As all recordings at this stage were recorded at the Pathl studios on to giant "Celeste" sized cylinders 

and then copied off on to all other sizes of "masters" if and when required, collectors may find these 

identical recordings on other sizes of cylinders, in both brown and black wax. Your Editor has seen (and 

heard)some in other sizes, e.g. the Ben Davies (black wax "standard size") H. G. Knowles and Tom Costello 

(brown wax "standard size"). Later still, some of these recordings were transferred to Path! discs of 

various sizes, either single-sided or double sided. In the single-sided form they seem to retain the 

catalogue number as shown here. In the double-sided form, these catalogue numbers may appear on the disc 
as a single-face, or matrix number. 



In figure 1 , below we see what looks as if it could be the band of the Garde Ripublicaine being recorded 
(your Editor is assuming this fYom the boots worn and the large number of men present). Note the cord, or 
wire, running out o: the picture, which we imagine to be leading to the weights to drive the recording 
machine. The white smocks worn by the workers in all Dictures are in+.prea+.-im* inorinH nionnd
